He will speak here Thursday 
night. 


Limited trade, with Russia is now 


confined to Great Britain, Germany 
and the Scandinavian countries, he 
said. Agents of British, capital are 
now in Russia he asserted, negotiat- 
ng for rich concessions 'and con- 
;racts to double track the Trans- 
Siberian railroad and electrify the 
villages of Russia. 
Russia 
also 


needs agricultural machinery and 
tools of all kinds, he said. 


The speaker said economic recon- 


struction of Russia meSns the sal- 
vation of Europe and ultimately of 
America. 
Economic reconstruction 


can come, he said, only after the 
world has resumed trade with Rus- 
sia. 
In his opinion the blockade 


against Russia has proved a two-, 
edged sword, being largely rcspoii- 
sible for the famine in the Volga 
valley and the disorganization of in- 
dustry in European countries and 
America.

When he was a young man he be- 
lieved in God, at the end of his life 
he declared himself an agnostic and 
declares that the beginning of all 
thing-s is insoluble by us. When he 
was young he believed in :the Bible 
and says he was called orthodox 
and laughed at because he quoted 
the Bible as an unanswerable ar- 
gument on a point of morals. In 
the above letter he says 'that he 
does not .believe there has ever been 
any revelation — that is, he repudi- 
ated the Bible as an inspired book 
and of course Christ as he is there 
described. 


When Darwin was young he be- 


lieved in a future life — in old age 
he said that each one must decide 
this subject for 
himself on uncer- 


tain and vague probabilities. 


Thus we see that Darwin's pre- 


cious doctrine, that some professors 
guard so sacredly, led a Christian' 
away from God, away from' Christ, 
and away from belief in immortal- 
ity, out into the starless night, of 
agnosticism. More than that, in 
the letter above quoted Darwin 
brings the most terrible indictment 
(although 
he, of course/ did not 


mean it as such) against his hy- 
pothesis that I have yet read. He 
asks, "Can the mind of man, which 
has, as I believe, been developed 
from a mind as low as that pos- 
sessed by the lowest aniihal, be 
trusted when it draws such granc 
conclusions?' 
(about God and the 


'hereafter, etc.) He brings a man 
down 
to a brute 
level 
and then 


judges him by brute standards anc 
shuts out heavenly visions. 


This is the issue. I affirm

ed a bill appropriating-$600,000,000 to the rail- 


. roads for supposed damages to railroad property 


during government operation, when testimony 
given before the Senate Committee conclusive- 
ly ihowi the roads were turned back to their 
owners'in much better shape than when the 
government took them over. I voted against 
this bill though I received no protest that it 
would be a harden to "business." As a matter 
of fact, busiDCMmen all over the country urged 
Congress to pass thia'bflL 


Under the law, aa ft now stands, the railroad 


security holders are able to take repair -^ork 
out of the railroad •hops, plac% it in shops 
owned by thevaolve* and get from three to four 
tinea ,«* moeh for doiac it as it could be done 
in railroad shops.

The soldiers arc being 
broke every day. Thousands of them are idle, 
other thousands are being driven to insane asy- 
lums and poor houses, and many to soicido.
